THE PASSING OF A FAMILY 


Death closed the mortal career of 
p man unique in the annals of Me­ 
dina 
County 
when 
Judge 
Mike 
Schorobiny died at Hondo on Friday 
morning at ten o’clock, 
April 
21, 
1939. 
Judge Schorobiny was the second 
son and one of the three 
children 
born to Rudolph Schorobiny and his 
wife, Franciskn Meyer, who lived to 
maturity. 
Three passed away while 
you mr. 
The elder Schorobiny wa 
born in Zips Comitat, Hungary', in 
January 1817. 
He left Europe to 
come to America in September 1845. 
A fter an eventful trip, he arrived in 
San Antonio in the following April 
and came on to Castroville in May 
I H id, 
As a single man, he received 
a grant of 320 acres of land as a 
Castro colonist about two miles south 
of tin* settlement at Quihi. 
Before 
settling on his headlight, however, 
the young adventurer 
volunteered 
for a year's enlistment with Texas 
troops for service in the war with 
Mexico and was attached to Zachery 
Taylor's army. 
His enlistment out, 
he settled on his Quihi property and 
engaged in cattle raising and farm ­ 
ing. 
Here he 
married 
Franciska 
Meyer, a native of Oberengen, Al­ 
sace, on November 24, Im 17, Bishop 
I 'ubu i - 
of

officiating. 
I he young couple endure many of 
the hardships )f pion* < r life, on* of 
thorn occurring «*...... a f’er their mar 
i iage.

Some of the 
Indians chased 
her, 
shooting ai rows at hor as they ran. 
Two of them took effect and Mrs. 
Schorobiny ft ii helpless 
The 
In­ 
dian--, evidently thinking 
bet dead 
and fearing pursuit, left her without 
further molestation and made theii 
way out of the country. 
Mr*. 
Schorobiny 
had 
sufficient 
strength left to make her way back 
to the settlement where 
she 
was 
nursed back t<* health, and lived to 
become the mother of her family of 
six. 
She died on October 30, 1902, 
preceding her 
husband, whc 
died 
April 25, 1908, by nearly six years. 
Such, in brief, was the background 
of the subject of this sketch.

brother, Raphael, married Anna M. 
Hau set, but died December 19, 1894, 
without leaving any posterity.

4 MI RICA had better plan now how to keep us out of war, or we 
\ may be swept into the next European conflagration against our 
will just as we were dragged into the last war, warns Stuart ( base, 
noted economist, in the March Cosmopolitan. 
In his challenging article, "Keep Your Powder Dry!" Mr. ( hast* 
reviews how in 1917 we drifted into a position where we had to fight, 
even though no one wanted to fight, except the few who saw an 
opportunity to acquire wealth anti power out of war, and those who 
were bored to death bv peace. W hat Chase fears is that we will repeat 
our folly and go blundering off to war again without reason. 


A recent survey by the George 
" 
Gallup Institute revealed tha? 69% 
of the people want the country to 
remain neutral in the event of war; 
and that 73% believe war is inevi­ 
table. 
These tigures 
puzzle 
Mr. 
Chase. Why. he a<ks, is the govern­ 
ment doing so little to prevent our 
becoming enmeshed again, wheni the 
majority of us want no part of war. 
Th* Neutrality Act of 1935 was rn 
step in the t.ght direction, but it 
didn’t go far enough.

Inst* ad of liking tho Governm ent 
dictum to create m oney for the Gov­ 
ernm ent's own use, this dictum has 
been used to give more m oney and 
credit to money lenders with which 
they could sway both the Government 
collectively and its people individual­ 
ly. What a false philosophy! What a 
p u n .ms 
Statesm anship! 
Mr. F’resi- 
dent, Mr. Congressman, do you not 
now see the folly o f such a course? 
For hum anity's 
sake reverse 
your 
policy and stop creating money and 
credit for those who already have 
too much money and credit; hut go 
on and create money and credit for 
the G overnm ent’s own use. 
You can thus put money out w ith­ 
out interest and thus redeem us from 
the 
crushing 
grasp 
of 
usurers. 
N othing is more clear as to what 
your doty is, and yet you continue 
to evade that duty; and the result is 
w e a t e drifting along as we have al­ 
l a y s done 
towards an 
inevitable 
financial catastrophe even w orse than 
the one w e have just witnessed. 
There is a w ay to steer clear of 
such a catastrophe, hut our Congress 
so far. refuses to take that way. You 
may ask. what is that way? The way 
is for our Congress to look to our 
sources of prosperity, repeal all taxes 
and coin money for those who labor 
and produce, and for all G overnment 
expenses.

the 
USD A Bureau o f

of 58 foods consumed annually by a 
typical workingm an’s family. The 40 
eenfs re«eivcd bv the farmer in 1938 
compages unfavorably with 45 cents 
in 193 7. Tim lowest mark in 26 years 
was in 1932 when the farmer receiv­ 
ed only 33 cent- of the consum ers’ 
food dollar. 
The highest mark was 
reached in 1917 when producers re­ 
ceived 60 cents of

food dollar and only 40 cents went 
for process and distribution costs.

be put in o effe c t without taxes 
or 
governm ent 
subsidies. 
It 
can 
be 
done b y act of Congress, 
and 
by 
placing a prohibitive tariff 
against 
the importation of cotton into the 
United States, and fixing the pariiy 
price as the legal price. 
Then the 
mills would be compelled to pay the 
parity price, as they could get 
no 
cotton from any other source.

same organization now used to allot 
acreage could make the

ditional cost. To prove the value of

plan,

facts be cited. 
The present

bales at present prices,

farm ers would have the other 6.000-

at eignt cents, which would bring 
$240,000,01*0, making a total of $720- 
000,000 for the crop, instead o f $ 180-

000,000 should more than pay the 
governm ent bounties on cotton

in subsidies. 
While any form 
of 
government 
control is illegal, it is no more ille­ 
gal to fix the price by law than to 
try to fix it by bounties and brib­ 
ery. Those who vote for government 
control do so solely for the »ubsi- 
dic*. No honest, sensible person will 
dispute this fart. 
When government control 
began 
in 1933, the price of cotton was above 
nine cents, and the government held 
2.255,000 bales. The price is now 
about eight cents, and the govern­ 
ment holds 11,000.000 bales. We then 
exported 8,000,000 bales, and now 
only 4,000,000 bales. A s we reduced 
production 
foreign 
countries 
in­ 
c r e a s e production to supply the de­ 
mand, and we lost exports as other 
countries increased production. 
These statistical facts justify the 
conclusion tha* crop c o n r o l has not 
bren a financial success. 
The farm er, should be allowed to 
grow more cotton than their dom es­ 
tic allotment fo r export, if they de­ 
sire to do so, without governm ent 
interference. The large planters who 
use tractors and

--------------Continued from First Pape 
it is grown anywhere in the world, 
and should be allowed to prow all 
they desire to grow for export with­ 
out governmental interference.

TAXATION. 


It seems a common practice for 
the promoter 
of a theory to assure 
the people 
that an 
acceptance of 
the!i ideas can alone nave the world 
from bankruptcy, a return to sava­ 
gery, chaos. In the case of religious 
organizers the claim is that accept­ 
ance of their particular creed is the 
only hone of salvation in some world 
to come. Perhaps it is because these 
threats of chaos or doom 
have be­ 
come so common that thinking peo­ 
ple now give them little heed. 
Most of us have heard or read the 
assurances of socialists at*d other 
party leaders to the effect that only 
by accepting their platform can the 
world 
be saved. 
Republican 
and 
democratic candidates often resort to 
the same line of argument for their 
respective parties. 
We have 
many 
Townsenciues now assuring us that 
the only possible salvation for the na­ 
tion is to enact a federal 
sales, or 
“ transaction"’ tax and from its 
pro­ 
ceeds give 
the 
old folks 
$200 a 
month, with strings. 
I have long believed that a modest, 
federal pension to the 
old people 
would be the most practical way of 
ending the menace 
of mass unem­ 
ployment, while at the same time it 
would be restoring to the old folks 
wealth that they have earned in the 
past, but that others collected. But 
since all wealth is produced by the 
productive workers, I see no justice 
in taking from the productive work­ 
er* enough to give the old 
people 
about five 
times 
as much 
every 
month 
as the average 
productive 
worker is paid, and out of which he 
must support a family of five. 
A monthly pension of $30 a month 
should keep one elderly person in 
comfort; it equals $150 a month for 
a man who has a family of five to 
support.

A woman with over a half million 
of wealth, mostly in untaxable bonds, 
recently died in Florida.
